Numbers up at 
Didsbury Ag. Fair 
and Rodeo 


Crowds came out 
to enjoy this 
year s fair

Organizers at the Didsbury 
Ag. Fair and rodeo were pleas¬ 
antly surprised this year as 
numbers at a variety of events 
were noticably up. 

While final attendance fig¬ 
ures haven't been calculated 
yet, it has been confirmed that 
all numbers are higher than 
they were last year. 

The Didsbury Arena was 
packed during the rodeo events 
both on Friday night and Sat¬ 
urday. Organizer Connie 
Conley said it has been con¬ 
firmed that over 1,000 people 
attended the rodeo and that 
when adding the numbers of the 
of other events, like the bench 
fair, the total attendance is up 
over 1,500. 

"If you would have asked me 
why the numbers were up on 
Friday, I would have told you 
because of the weather," said 
Conley, who said that poorer 
weather most-often has helped 
the indoor event in the past. 
"But we had great weather on 
Saturday and the people still 
came to watch the rodeo ... so I 
don't know." 

Conley think perhaps 
awareness of the event is up, 
because of recent projects by 
the Ag. Society. She said the 
acquisition of new land just 
north of Didsbury drew a lot of 
attention itself. 

Conley said the approach of 


letting kids in free for the Fri¬ 
day night performance and the 
free swimming on Saturday 
helped bring more people in to 
the events. 

One hundred and twelve 
kids were let into the Arena to 
watch Friday night's rodeo. 
With them they brought their 
parents who became ticket buy¬ 
ers. 

Other numbers like the ro¬ 
deo dance were up as well. Last 
year 250 people attended the 
event. This year that number 
was up considerably to just un¬ 
der 400. The parade, which tra¬ 
ditionally has been a large 
draw did well once again this 
year. 

On Sunday, numbers were 
healthy again during some 
more free events. The tractor 
pull was a huge drawing card. 

Eventually, and as soon as 
next year, the Didsbury Ag. 
Fair and Rodeo will move to the 
new fair grounds. The plan is 
to expand at the larger area 
with more events and hopefully 
more people. 

"1 am really hoping that the 
numbers keep going up when 
we go to our new place," said 
Conley. 

To help sustain large num¬ 
bers Conley says she expects 
the Didsbury Ag. Society would 
have to grow as well, in terms 
of numbers and in terms of be¬ 
coming run more like a busi¬ 
ness. 

"It seems that it is becoming 
easier to run the event as we 
have the same reliable people 
helping out each year," said 
Conley, adding that will help 
the Ag. Society's future events. 

"Bigger and better. That is 
our goal."

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Agencies meet to dispel 
rumours around recent deaths

Approximately 25 people rep¬ 
resenting a wide range of dif¬ 
ferent social agencies converged 
at the Didsbury RCMP detach¬ 
ment last Thursday to discuss 
a series of recent suicides. 

Hoping to clarify informa¬ 
tion on the issue and dispel ru¬ 
mours floating through the 
area, community members spent 
approximately two hours in an 
informal meeting hoping to 
reach a consensus on facts and 
roles. 

"Today a number of agencies 
met to discuss rumours sur¬ 
rounding deaths that have hap¬ 
pened in our community," said 
Corporal Conal Archer of the 
Didsbury RCMP "As a result of 
the deaths, all suicides, people 
became concerned that the 
deaths were somehow related." 

Over the last three weeks, 
local RCMP have dealt with two 
suicides within their jurisdic¬ 
tion. Both cases involved young 
males. 

In the same time period three 
more suicides took place, out¬ 
side of the Didsbury policing 
area, that had strong ties to the 
community. Two of those cases 
involved young males while the 
third involved an older adult. 

Rumours circulating 
through the community varied 
from higher numbers to the in¬ 
cidents being related. 

Speculation also led to a 
higher than average amount of 
phone calls to a variety of dif¬ 
ferent social organizations in 
the area. That brought concern 
to the agencies and led to the 
meeting. 

Lyle Thompson, Team 
Leader for Hearthstone Child 
and Family Services, said his 
agency received numerous 
phone calls from people who 
were trying to get correct infor¬ 
mation on the situation. 
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"There were rumours prior 
to the meeting with exagger¬ 
ated numbers and situations," 
said Thompson. 

"We want people to have facts 
and don't want it to spin out of 
control and take on a life of its 
own. 

“We are better off if the peo¬ 
ple have the facts and are able 
to talk about it." 

As was evident in the sheer 
number of agencies that at¬ 
tended the meeting, support is 
available for those who need it, 
said Thompson. 

"If people need to talk - reach 
out and talk to somebody. 
There are a lot of people in the 
community grieving and they 
need support."

Families and friends should 
be aware of warning signs

Individuals contemplating suicide often give visible warn¬ 
ing signs, said Maureen Speidel, Community Developer for 
the Region 5 Community Mental Health Centre. 

Shortly after a meeting was held by a variety of local social 
agencies, Speidel said people should be aware of signs that 
people give when they are in a desperate situation. 

People that are thinking about killing themselves often 
become withdrawn and exhibit major changes in behaviour. 
Sometimes they will cry* continuously and will make state¬ 
ments of hopelessness, helplessness and guilt. 

Speidel said that giving away possessions and not getting 
involved in normal activities or a lack of ambivalence are 
other signs that a person may be thinking about taking their 
life. 

She added that if someone encounters a person exhibiting 
these signs they should talk to them immediately and attempt 
to get them some help. 

"I would ask them what's going on, and try to get some 
help for them," she said.

NIP doesn’t like proposed election boundaries 


D ids bury Mayor 
says line down 
highway 2 doesn t 
make sense

New proposed federal 
boundary lines will separate 
farmers east of highway #2 
from their closest urban com¬ 
munities, MP Myron 
Thompson said last week. 

Proposals were released by 
Elections Canada earlier this 
month. A federal electoral 
boundaries commission for 
each province was in charge 
of coming up with ideas for 
readjustment. 

Thompson s district, cur¬ 


rently called Wild Rose, would 
have its boundary moved from 
east of Linden so it would co¬ 
incide with the #2 highway. 

"The way they have done it 
is just horrible," said 
Thompson. "It doesn't make 
sense to me that if you do 
business in a town that you 
wouldn't be affiliated with 
them. You shouldn't divide 
common interests." 

Thompson said that rural 
citizens that lived just outside 
of Didsbury and Carstairs 
would have to travel to Olds, 
Irricana, Linden or Beiseker 
to vote. 

While Olds would fall on 
the east side of the boundary 
line in a riding called 
Drumheller, farmers on the 
west side of that town would 
face a similar voting obstacle. 

The new boundary that 
Thompson would be the in¬ 


cumbent of would be called 
Cochrane Banff. 

"I would rather see them 
extend the city boundaries 
then divide the rural ones 
up." 

The riding of Cochrane 
Banff would be considerably 
smaller with 106,000 people 
instead of 200,000. 

Federal law requires that 
representation of the prov¬ 
inces in the House of Com¬ 
mons (the number of elected 
members per province) be re¬ 
adjusted after each ten-year 
census to reflect changes and 
movements in Canada’s popu¬ 
lation. 

According to an Elections 
Canada release the proposals 
take into account demo¬ 
graphic changes that oc¬ 
curred between 1991 and 
2001 . 

Public hearings will be held

about the issue. None of them 
are in the Didsbury - Olds 
area. Red Deer will host a 
meeting on Oct. 17, 2002 at 
the Red Deer Lodge Hotel, 
Calgary will hold a hearing 
at the Telus Convention Cen¬ 
tre on Oct. 22 and Cochrane 
will host a hearing on Oct. 23 
at the Super 8 Motel. 

Input into the boundaries 
can also be given through 
mail, e-mail or a written sub¬ 
mission to the Commission. 

Didsbury Mayor Dorothy 
Moore said she doesn't expect 
the boundaries will stay the 
way they have been proposed. 

"They did what was easy. I 
don't think they will stay the 
way they are - going through 
a largely populated area." 

Moore said boundary lines 
are suppose to meet certain 
criteria. Part of the criteria 
for drawing up the boundary

lines include preserving unity 
of individuals with a common 
interest, respect the histori¬ 
cal pattern of past boundaries 
and to ensure a manageable 
geographic size. Moore said 
none of those criteria are met 
with the line that runs 
through the corridor. 


Man who fired shots in Sundre given firearms prohibition 


A 27-year-old man who 
shot off several rounds from 
a high-powered rifle during 
an incident in Sundre last 
May has been handed a five 
year firearms prohibition. 

Donavan Ray Anderson 
pleaded guilty in Didsbury 
provincial court on August 12 
to a charge of careless use of 
a firearm. 

The accused was arrested 
after RCMP officers were 
called to a residence after 
neighbours reported hearing 
several shots, Crown pros¬ 


ecutor Rees told .Judge W. 
Troughton. 

Anderson had been drink¬ 
ing at the time of the arrest, 
court heard. 

“I apologize for that be¬ 
haviour,” said Anderson. “I 
know I’ve done wrong.” 

Judge Troughton cited the 
man’s past criminal record, 
including a 1998 assault con¬ 
viction, when passing sen¬ 
tence. 

“What makes this crime 
more serious was the mixing 
of alcohol and guns,” said 


Judge Troughton. 

The Judge gave Anderson 
an 18 month suspended sen¬ 
tence, including probation 
and a prohibition on the use 
of alcohol and firearms. 

Youth joined in crime 
spree 

An 18-year-old man has 
been ordered to pay more 
than $400 restitution follow¬ 
ing a one-day crime spree last 
summer. 

The accused, who was a 
young offender at the time of 


the offences and therefore 
cannot be named, pleaded 
guilty to five charges includ¬ 
ing mischief, and theft under 
$5,000. 

The accused and three oth¬ 
ers broke into 11 vehicles in 
Bowden, Crossfield, Carstairs 
and Didsbury on August 23, 
2001, court heard. 

The accused, who was 
drunk at the time of the 
crimes, made off with a stereo 
amplifier from one of the ve¬ 
hicles. 

Citing the accused’s previ¬ 


ous youth court record, in¬ 
cluding a 1998 break and en¬ 
ter conviction, Judge 
Troughton ordered the man 
to pay $467.50 in restitution. 

The judge also prohibited 
the man from using alcohol 
for 12 months, telling him to 
consider lifetime abstinence. 

“More than 40 per cent of 
people serving sentences in 
Canadian prisons are there 
because of alcohol,” the 
Judge told the accused. 

“All it leads to is misery 
and agony.”

EDITORIAL in Alberta go through, we will, 
for the first time in my life be 
represented by different Members of Parliament. 

Elections Canada released proposals last week that show 
highway two as the basis for boundary line for the next federal 
election. 

Didsbury falls in the Cochrane Banff riding separating it¬ 
self from farmers on the east side of Town, while Olds falls into 
the Drumheller riding separating itself from farmers west of 
Town. 

This will create a problem during the election process as 
well as the representation we receive from our MPs. 

Mom and dad. and their neighbours, will not be able to cast 
their ballot in Carstairs or Didsbury as was the norm. They 
will have to vote in Olds, Linden, Irricana or Beiseker - all 
constituting a half-hours drive. We already have problems with 
voter apathy in the country and these lines will not make it 
easier for local people to cast a ballot. 

And once a government is put into place. Olds would have a 
different MP than Didsbury. 

Here we have two very similar towns within sight of each 
other being essentially lost in two ridings that would not rep¬ 
resent them as well as in the past. Didsbury for example has 
much different concerns than centres like Cochrane and Banff. 
Mixing rural and large growing urban centres is not a good 
idea because the respective values and needs are not the same. 
Cochrane may fight for urban development. Local farm groups 
may fight against it. The lines need to respect similar values 
and should be cut through a less populated area. 


lie and for the government as the framework 
moves forward. The committee will be co-chaired 
by Wainwright MLA Doug Griffiths and 
Innisfail-Sylvan Lake MLA Luke Ouellette. 

The rural development initiative is a two- 
phase process. The first phase, which is 
underway, involves input from community fo¬ 
cus groups on what rural Alberta should look 
like in 2015. Next, a rural development frame¬ 
work will be developed for approval by the Al¬ 
berta government this fall. From there, minis¬ 
tries will build action-oriented strategies into 
their business plans to help rural communities 
achieve their goals.

Some will be more involved than others, 
but we want to ensure the rural point-of-view is 
always part of government thinking and plan¬ 
ning.

Vibrant and sustainable rural communities 
are a vital component of the Alberta Advantage.

MVSHB.

Walk' to D’Feet ALS campaign officially kicked off 


The Walk to D'Feet ALS cam¬ 
paign was officially kicked off 
last week when fundraising 
team captains met to discuss a 
strategy for raising funds and 
awareness through the six- 
week initiative. 

About twenty people or so 
arrived at the Elks Hall where 
a plan to collect pledges was 
unveiled to participants. 

This is the point where we 
start the ball rolling," said T.O. 
Whenham, Manager of Resource 
Development for the ALS Soci¬ 
ety of Alberta. 

"At the first meeting in Medi¬ 
cine Hat we had eight people 
show up. This year we had 61." 

This is the first time a walk 
has been planned for Mountain 
View County and the second 
year the Walk to D'Feet ALS 
event has taken place. 

Whenham said their were 
two main keys to the 
fundraising plan. The first con¬ 
cept is a team concept. 
Whenham said by breaking into 
teams more people end up join¬ 
ing the campaign and that to¬ 
gether people stay motivated 
towards their goal. 

He added that people want to 
help and the team approach 
gives them more options to help 
out than just donate money. 

The second concept that is 
implemented in the ALS cam¬ 
paign is one of letter writing. 
Participants are encouraged to 
write a letter that explains to 
potential donors why they have 
taken up the cause of ALS. 

"The letter writing campaign 
also allows you reach more peo¬ 
ple," said Whenham. 

The first campaign had a goal 
of raising $250,000 across 
Canada last year and organiz¬ 
ers were pleasantly surprised 
when that mark was more than 
doubled and raised $540,000. 

"I think the reason the walk 
is so successful is because all of 
the people involved have been 
touched by ALS. Everyone has 
a story." 

Whenham's grandfather was 
a victim of ALS. He said that 
inspired his extended family to 
put a team in the walk last year. 

There will be four different 
sites for the Walk to D'Feet ALS 
in Alberta - two more than last 
year. That does not include 
Betty's Run which takes place 
earlier in the year in Calgary. 

Sixty per cent of the funds 
raised in the walks across 
Canada will be kept locally help¬ 
ing victims with items they need

such as wheelchairs and com¬ 
puters used for communication. 

The other 40 per cent of the 
funds raised go towards re¬ 
search grants for the disease. 

ALS (Amyotrophic Lateral 
Sclerosis) is a disease that at¬ 
tacks motor neurons and 
slowly shuts downs the body of 
a victim. 

Most often the hands and 
feet are affected first causing dif¬ 
ficulty in lifting, walking and 
using the hands for daily liv¬ 
ing. 

As the paralysis continues to 
spread to the muscles of the 
trunk of the body, speech, swal¬ 
lowing, chewing and breathing 
become more difficult. When 
breathing muscles are affected 
a permanent ventilator is 
needed in order to survive. Af¬ 
ter being diagnosed with ALS 
the average life expectancy is 
two years. 

Since ALS only attacks the 


motor neurons, the sense of 
sight, hearing, taste and smell 
are generally not affected. For 
the vast majority of people, 
their mind and thoughts re¬ 
main sharp despite the degen¬ 
eration of their bodies. 

Mountain View Walk Coor¬ 
dinator Deb Whitmore said 
Mountain View County had an 
increased awareness of the dis¬ 
ease a week ago because of dif¬ 
ferent cases in different com¬ 
munities and hoped the in¬ 
creased awareness made a dif¬ 
ference in the funds raised.

Table

Despite drought, snow, savage heat and near freezing the 
garden is surprisingly good. The peas were short and sparse, 
the lettuce did not germinate well, some of the herbs did not 
germinate at all, but carrots, Swiss chard, potatoes, zucchini 
and beets are quite nice, and if it doesn't freeze in the next few 
days we will have small parsnips and fair green beans and 
corn. Fresh garden vegetables are one of the joys of living on 
the farm and we endure the winter mostly in the hope of sum¬ 
mer and a good garden so we are grateful for the bounty that 
even this poor season has given us and I am not really com¬ 
plaining but summer meals do take a lot of work. 

What right minded homemaker opens a can of corn when 
there are carrots that need thinning and spinach going to seed? 
If you were raised by a mom who went through the depression 
waste is a mortal sin and you have to use every beet and every 
onion. No pea can ever go unpicked and homes must be found 
for every zucchini and pumpkin. The farmer who lives in this 
house looks askance at rice and pasta, "I see we are out of 
potatoes," and he finds a dinner without salad, sadly lacking. 
This means that one or the other of us goes to the garden 2 or 
3 times in a day and my summer is spent in preparation, pres¬ 
entation, polishing pots and pans and putting away. 

1 wonder how many potatoes I have scrubbed in 40 years, 
how many tiny carrots have I thinned, topped, tailed and 
scrubbed, how many tons of spinach and chard has been washed 
leaf by leaf, how many buckets of peas and beans have I picked 
and shelled, washed and boiled. I bet I have chopped a grain 
bin full of onions, peeled a silo full of potatoes, washed enough 
lettuce to make a feed yard of round hay bales. It is also fresh 
fruit season so besides buying all the fruit we can eat fresh we 
got a case of apricots for jam and blueberries to freeze. I make 
raspberry and strawberry jam and jalepeno jelly. We are going 
to have crabapples and 1 will make jelly and juice from them. 
Most of my life has been spent, picking, scrubbing, peeling, 
boiling and chopping. Most women's lives are spent thusly. If 
you need a change you can always do laundry, vacuum, dust 
and scrub bathrooms. And this brings me to one of my favorite 
theories. 

Why is most of the truly great art, music and literature 
produced by men? Because behind every great male genius is a 
women scrubbing, cooking, cleaning, changing diapers and 
keeping the kids quiet. As she brings him his lunch on a tray 
she probably suggests maybe a bit more red ochre in the back¬ 
ground of the marketplace scene and while she hums a neat 
tune to the baby he picks it out on the piano. After the kids 
are in bed she does research for his new book. OK even the 
great chefs are mostly men but who do you suppose prepares 
everything ahead of time, sneaks some tarragon into the dress¬ 
ing and cleans up the horrific mess when he is finished ? 

Anthropologists suggest that the first inventors were women. 
Early weavers, tanners and potters were women and they 
would have had to figure out methods for tanning skins and 
firing pots. The first awls, scrapers and kilns were formulated 
by women and probably the first mortar and pestle and sew¬ 
ing needle. Hypatia of Alexandria was born in 370 AD. She 
invented the hydroscope (for measuring specific gravity of liq¬ 
uids) and the plane astrolabe which measures the positions of 
the sun and stars. In 1715 Sybilla Masters of West New Jersey 
invented a machine to make meal from corn. Women invented 
liquid paper, disposable diapers and brassieres. I'll bet they 
came up with the ideas for most of the labor saving devices we 
use today. I really believe that many an invention was made at 
the request of somebody's wife. "Look Lurg, if you knock the 
corners off, the thing rolls right along." "For heaven sake Al¬ 
exander there has to be a better way to communicate with my 
mother, do something." And Armand Bombardier's wife may 
very well have suggested that he take the kids out to play in 
the snow while she peeled the potatoes, made the gravy and 
cleaned up for the millionth time.

QUESTION: We have a 6-year-old son who is a late 
bloomer and is having trouble learning to read. Even 
though he is immature, I don’t understand why this would 
keep him from reading. 

1)R. DOBSON: It is likely that your late-maturing 
youngster has not yet completed a vital neurologic process 
involving an organic substance called myelin. 

At birth, the nervous system of the body is not insu¬ 
lated. 

That is why an infant is unable to reach out and grasp 
an object; the electrical command or impulse is lost on its 
journey from the brain to the hand. Gradually, a whitish 
substance (myelin) begins to coat the nerve fibres, allow¬ 
ing controlled muscular action to occur. Myelinization typi¬ 
cally proceeds from the head downward and from the center 
of the body outward. In other words, a child can control 
the movement of his head and neck before the rest of his 
body. 

Control of the shoulder precedes the elbow, which pre¬ 
cedes the wrist, which precedes the large muscles in the 
hands, which precedes small muscle coordination of the 
fingers. 

This explains why elementary school children are taught 
block letter printing before they learn cursive writing; the 
broad strokes and lines are less dependent on minute fin¬ 
ger control than the flowing curves of mature penman¬ 
ship. 

Since visual apparatus in humans is usually the last 
neural mechanism to be myelinated, your immature child 
may not have undergone this necessary developmental 
process by his present age of 6 years. Therefore, such a 
child who is extremely immature and uncoordinated may 
be neurologically unprepared for the intellectual tasks of 
reading and writing. 

Reading, particularly, is a highly complex neurological 
process. The visual stimulus must be relayed to the brain 
without distortion, where it should be interpreted and re¬ 
tained in the memory. Not all 6-year-old children are 
equipped to perform this task. Unfortunately, however, our 
culture permits few exceptions or deviations from the es¬ 
tablished timetable. 

A child of that age must learn to read or he will face the 
emotional consequences of failure. This is why I favour 
either holding an immature child out of school for a year 
or home-schooling him for several years. 

QUESTION: What is the most difficult period of ado¬ 
lescence, and what is behind the distress? 

DR. DOBSON: The 18th year is typically the time of 
greatest conflict between parent and child. But the 13th 
and 14th years are commonly the most difficult 24 months 
in life for the youngster. 

It is during this adolescent period that self-doubt and 
feelings of inferiority reach an all-time high, amidst the 
greatest social pressures yet experienced. 

An adolescent’s worth as a human being hangs precari¬ 
ously on peer-group acceptance, which can be tough to 
garner. 

Thus, relatively minor evidences of rejection or ridicule 
are of major significance to those who already see them¬ 
selves as fools and failures. It is difficult to overestimate 
the impact of having no one to sit with on the school-spon¬ 
sored bus trip, or not being invited to an important event, 
or being laughed at by the “in” group, or waking up in the 
morning to find seven shiny new pimples on your forehead, 
or being slapped by the girl you thought liked you as much 
as you liked her. 

Some boys and girls consistently face this kind of social 
catastrophe throughout their teen years. Dr. Urie 
Bronfenbrenner, eminent authority on child development 
at Cornell University, told a Senate committee that the 
junior-high years are probably the most critical to the de¬ 
velopment of a child's mental health. It is during this time 
of self-doubt that the personality is often assaulted and 
damaged beyond repair. 

Consequently, said Bronfenbrenner. it is not unusual for 
healthy, happy children to enter junior high school, but 
then emerge two years later as broken, discouraged teen¬ 
agers.

There was a time when 
every town and city picked up 
your garbage every week and 
you never saw a bill. You 
could put out as many bags 
as you wanted, items as large 
as you wanted, and virtually 
anything you no longer had 
a use for and it would disap¬ 
pear from your yard never to 
be seen again. 

Common sense tells us that 
it had to cost something for 
that garbage collection. We 
knew that our tax dollars 
were paying for the service, 
but since we never really saw 
a “garbage bill” the mindset 
that garbage is “free” has 
permeated our society. In 
fact, nothing can be further 
from the truth. Waste man¬ 
agement costs are one of the 
fastest rising budget items for 
many towns and cities. That 
hole in the ground that the 
garbage goes into and disap¬ 
pears now has to be an engi¬ 
neered cell that often costs 
millions to develop, millions 
to run, millions to close, and 
with long-term liability costs 
potentially being so enormous 
that only the brave and the 
foolhardy want to build 
landfills. Taxpayers are up in 
arms as many municipalities 
are putting waste collection 
on the utility bill. They are 
angry, astonished, upset, and 
bewildered at the amount they 
are being charged for garbage 
collection. The truth of the 
matter is that, what is widely 


viewed as another tax grab by 
government, probably doesn’t 
even reflect the full cost of 
that waste collection in most 
cases. 

This is the reason many 
municipalities are imposing 
bag and weight restrictions, 
in an effort to keep the costs 
down to reflect the actual rev¬ 
enues into the system. Some 
municipalities have actually 
gone to the extent of charg¬ 
ing a set price for every bag 
or every can picked up. 

We can all take actions to 
minimize these waste costs. 
Reduce the amount of unnec¬ 
essary materials or items you 
purchase. Refuse to put ma¬ 
terials in your garbage that 
don’t have to be there such 
as grass and leaves (which 
can be easily composted in 
your own backyard). Make 
use of your local recycling 
system. Encourage your mu¬ 
nicipality to launch a

composting program if they 
don’t already. If we all took 
these actions, businesses and 
individuals alike, your mu¬ 
nicipality could easily avoid 
SO'T of their landfilling costs.

Water Valley trickrider 
Shelby Cummings made one of 
her first ever appearances at the 
Didsbury Rodeo when she was 
nine-years-old. 

And she took an opportunity 
to thank local fans and fair or¬ 
ganizers at this year's rodeo for 
helping contribute to her start, 
at her performance this week¬ 
end. 

A taped speech was played 
over the intercom system at the 
Didsbury Arena moments be¬ 
fore the 12-year-old daredevil 
wowed rodeo-goer, at this 
year's event. 

During the speech 
Cummings gave thank yous to 
everyone for helping her to 
"reach for her stars." 

Cummings got her first 
chance to ride in front of a 
crowd at the Sundre Pro Ro¬ 
deo three years ago. That led 
to a chance to perform at the 
rodeo in Strathmore. The Dids¬ 
bury event was the third time 
in her very young career that 
she performed in front of an au¬ 
dience. 

People were impressed al¬ 
most immediately with the per¬ 
formance of the nine-year-old 
and word travelled fast. In her 
first year Cummings made the 
trip to the Canadian Finals Ro¬ 
deo. 

The speed at which 
Cummings’s career took off had 
a lot to do with the partnership 
of an older performer Niki 
Cammaert. 

Cammaert and Cummings 
have put on a show for three 
years now called "Dare to 
Dream". 

While most trick riders take 
a standard one-trick-at-a-time 
approach the duo instead de¬ 
cided to try and tell a story. 

The story they tell is about 
a young girl and her mentor. 
The older rider teaches the 
younger rider tricks. At the 
rodeo this is accomplished by 
Cammaert doing a trick then 
having Cummings mimic it. 
The last trick of the perform¬ 
ance belongs to the young rider 
who has blossomed enough to 
do tricks on her own. 


At this year's Didsbury Ro¬ 
deo, Cummings's performance 
was a solo one as her partner 
Niki had her own commitment 
in the United States. 

At this year’s event, 
Cummings did her performance 
completely by herself. But it 
hasn't always been that way. 

In her earlier performances, 
Cummings did her tricks while 
her mother Gail led Shelby's 
horse from her own. This al¬ 
lowed Shelby to perform her 
tricks without having to be 
worried about controlling the 
animal. 

Cummings first became in¬ 
terested in being a trick-rider 
when she saw the performance 
at the Calgary Stampede. 

And since becoming serious 
about the exhibition, perform¬ 
ing at 10 rodeos this year, 
Cummings' interest has been 
sustained partly by the reaction 
she gets from doing what she 
loves. 

"I like the costumes and I 
like it when the crowd cheers," 
said Cummings in an interview 
shortly after signing auto¬ 
graphs for Didsbury rodeo fans. 

Cummings practices two 
hours a night, although her 
practices usually have less to 
do with perfecting tricks as it 
serves to keep her horse Sweet 
Tivio, a 22-year-old ex cutting 
horse, in shape. 

Travelling to 10 rodeos this 
years is a huge commitment for 
Cummings and her parents. 
But it helps that she comes 
from a rodeo background. Her 
dad, Wes Cummings is a rodeo 
announcer and sometimes she 
is able to travel with him to dif¬ 
ferent events. 

At 12-years-old Cummings 
has become a recognized trick 
rider and has already had the 
chance to travel all over West¬ 
ern Canada. Her future goals 
include improving her act and 
attending bigger rodeos. 

"One day I would like to per¬ 
form at the Calgary Stampede, 
Texas and the National Finals 
Rodeo in Las Vegas."
